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The San Diego Zoological Garden is unique among zoos in that it exhibits nearly all 
animals outdoors the year around. Because of the healthful climate and the friendly ex¬ 
change relations with other zoos, the San Diego Zoo exhibits one of the rarest wild animal 
collections with over 5,000 individual animals representing over 1,300 species. The Zoo's 
125 acres of well planted canyons and mesas contain over 1,800 named plant species. 

Special attractions of the San Diego Zoo include the complete guided bus tour, 
Skyfari, the one-third mile long aerial tramway, popular Childrens Zoo, where children 
and young animals see eye to eye, and two Moving Stairways.
